Twenty men died in a grizzly two-train wreck 
near a remote whistlestop in the Canadian Rockies 
yesterday because three words were dropped from 
a train order.

The words “at Canoe River,” designating the 
whistlestop siding at which the trooper was to 
wait until the passenger express had passed, were 
omitted from the message for the troop train's 
crew, 


Death toll in what is the west’s worst train dis- 
aster now stands at 20, including 16 soldiers dead 
and four of the train crew missing, presumed dead.

All Ambulances Used 


| They came aboard an emergency train—made up of 
the battered remnahts of the trooper—-and uninjured sur- 
vivers among them smashed windows of the railway cars 
to lift stretchers of the injured from the train to waiting 
ambulances at the station platform here, 

Every available ambulance in Edmonton met the train; 
some of the injured were carried to hospital in the police 
wagon, others in a greenhouse truck, 

Volunteers worked with desperate speed in the 
17-below weather to move the injured; even so it 
was an hour and a half long job.

Cars Hurtle From Track 


Baggage and express cars of the transcontinental 
flyer lurched sideways, hurtling from the tracks. 
From the twisted, tangled masses of steel that seconds | 
before were powerful locomotives, steam belched. 
As the grinding of steel on steel ended, the heating 
line from the locomotive burst, sending a scalding 
stream of water down the aisles of the cars. 
It drenched some of the survivors who rushed from the 
flyer and from the rear cars of the troop train.

The proposal to raise the salaries of 
mayor, commissioners and department 
heads in Edmonton is, in a general way 
of speaking, a thoroughly sound one be- 
cause, where professional civic officials 
are concerned, a city will get just about 
what it pays for. 

If it pays two-bit salaries, it will get 
two-bit men. Two-bit men are not quite 
adequate to a growing civic corporation of 
almost incalculable assets and 160,000 
people. f 

Although the same principle applies to 
the salary of the mayor, the situation in 
his case is slightly different because the 
mayor is not usually a professional civic- 
ist but a citizen drawn temporarily from 
his own private pursuits to head the civic 
government. ; 

Therefore. there are special dangers 
attached to fixing the mayor's salary too 
high as there are to fixing it too low. The 
mayor's salary should be merely adequate 
and no hasty and ill-considered action, 
based on sentiment or sloppy reasoning, 
¢an arrive at the precise line of adequacy. 

If the mayor's salary is too much, the 
office becomes a target for opportunists 
and glib politicians who are seeking a 
sinecure. 

If it is too little, it will not attract 
either successful business men or talented 
younger men who have their way to make 
in the world. 


Misuse of the Word 


The projected move of the Montgomery 
branch of the Canadian Legion to have 
prohibited the use of the word “veteran” 
in business by those who have no right to 
the title will have the sympathetic back- 
ing of a large section of the public. 

As members of the Legion have pointed 
out, a great many firms throughout Can- 
ada and the United States capitalize on a 
word which has high patriotic connota- 
tions and many of them are not connected 
with ex-servicemen at all. 

The word “veteran”, of course, means 
other things besides ex-servicemen, as any 
dictionary will make clear. 


But “veteran”, through long popular 
usage, has come to connote a person who

When the salary is just right, it will 
accomplish these purposes; 

1. It will make it possible for success- 
ful executives to temporarily leave their 
businesses, to contest the office of mayor, 
witHout drawing on their own personal 
savings or sacrificing their own standard 
of living. 

2. It will make it possible for unusually 
capable young men without accumulated 
funds of their own to accept the office and 
to do justice to its demands in a manner 
worthy the dignity of the city. 

In most cities, some mayors will be 
worth a great deal more than they are 
paid. Others would be overpaid at a dollar 
a year. 

There is not the same selective machin- 
ery for choosing a mayor as there is for 
hiring a commissioner, for example. 

No mayoralty candidate has to pass an 
intelligence test nor write an examination 
nor pfoduce academic credentials. Some- 
times candidates get votes because they 
wear appealing neckties or possess an 
attractive profile in newspaper pictures. 

Thus, the mayor's salary should be 
fixed with considerable thought so that 
it will attract exactly the right kind of 
candidate. For the whole hope of the city 
lies in good candidates, 

That should be the primary objective 
behind the setting of a mayoralty stipend. 

And it cannot be done in haste. 


‘Veteran’ 


And from a sentimental standpoint, a 
business man who uses the label improperly 
is in the same category as a slacker whe 
dons a row of service ribbons and medals 
without any right to them. 

But the protest is not made, nor need it 
be made, ou sentimental grounds. 

The man who misuses the word in busi- 
ness is definitely inflicting a financial in- 
jury on those who are entitled to it. 

There is no argument with the fact that 
ex-servicemen are fully entitled to special 
consideration from the public. They are 
entitled, in other words, to use the term 
“veteran” as a label to commend their 
enterprises to public consideration. 

But when permanent civilians use the 
term, its value as a label is seyiously de- 
preciated and every person who uses it 
probably loses by the misuse. 

The Canadian Legion has an excellent 
case for a ban on the improper use of the 
word and the authorities should give it 
prompt attention.

The story I really want to write 
when we get home and back in 
business again is a survey of how 
people are getting by on their 
income, 

The newspapers and the maga- 
zines have gione deeply into the 
subject of the staggering cost of 
living and the whole record of 
inflation, but I can't recall any- 
one writing the intimate, person- 
al story of what this means tn 
terms of denial and sacrifice in 
real families. I have a hunch that's 
the biggest human interest yarn 
of this decade. 

One week-end I'd like a news- 
paper to give me the whole maga- 
zine section, as one did a couple 
of years ago for an aftermath 
story on the Fraser Kiver flood. 

I'd like to get five or six couples 
with families and with incomes 
ranging from $40 to $100 a week, 
gather around a dinner table with 
a wirerecorder. compare notes and 
print the results. 


Deeper In Red 
Every Month 


I'd like to find out what it costs 
them for food, what they're saving 
for the future, how deeply they're 
in debt or how they're staying out 
of debt, what the cost of living 
has done to their standard of liv- 
ing, what they think should be 
done about it, 

If you could get some volun- 
teers who wouldn't mind this 
invasion into their private lives 
I think it would be a story that 
would have meaning for every 
reader. 

One of the most typical do- 
mestic scenes of 1950 is that pe- 
riodie clambake when Mr. and 
Mrs. sit down to have a long, 
hard look at their budget. This, 
at any rate, is the case in my 
family and with most of my 
friends. 

The result is a paradox. Most 
people I know say they can’t 
live decently on their earnings 
and that each month they're get- 
ting deeper in the red. 

I want to find out if this is 
true generally, what people are 
doing to stop the drift into ser- 
ious dcbt and what effect this is 
having on their lives. That is a 
whale of a story. 


Middle Class 


Loses Most 
I'm particularly interested in 
the respectable, middle class 


family with appearances to keep 
up and who, it seems to me,

have lost the most ground in the 
uneven race between salaries 
and the cost of living index. 

Take a couple, for example, 
who have three kids and who 
have a monthly income, say of 
around $300. Now that is far 
above the Canadian average 
which, when I last looked, was 
around $160 a month, 

1 know a lot of guys in my own 
business who are making $300 a 
month, middle-aged men with 
families, and I'm darned if I 
know how they get along, 

My wife, who keeps a pene- 
trating eye on her budget, fig- 
ures that a family with three 
kids can’t live decently on less 
than $150 a month for groceries, 


meat, drugs, fruit, greens and 
milk 
We'll say that an average 


monthly rent is $40, transporta- 
tion is $10, fuel is another $10, 
telephone and light run to about 
$12, clothes would be at least 
25, and, just for the sake of 
argument, we'll put household 
expenses at $20.

For Those 


That would leave the $300-a- 
month family with just exactly 
$33 a month for laundry and 
cleaning, magazines and news- 
papers, insurance, dentist and 
doctor bills, furniture, entertain- 
ment, taxes and savings, It just 
doesn’t add up. 

The way I figure it, a man earn- 
ing as high as $100 a week and 
trying to keep up a decent home 
by 1939 standards and perhaps 
run a car can’t make ends meet 
and certainly can’t be putting 
anything away for the future, 

Some of my friends, I know, 
are making compromises. A 
friend of mine who makes $75 a 
week takes his lunch to work in 
a brown paper bag, 

Some neighbors of ours in that 
same income group are living on 
a diet as austere as any English- 
man’s, rolling their own cigor- 
ettes, avoiding any luxuries, The 
husband sits home as baby-sitter 
with the kids so his wife can go 
to a show, 

I think it's high time we began 
making a lot of noise about this, 
or at any rate getting a little 
sharper focus on what's happen- 
ing to we “prosperous” Canadi- 
ans, and I'd very much like to 
hear—and pass on—your views.

Four of Jasper’s best known and _ best-liked 
citizens died in the tragic head-on collision 83 miles 
west of here yesterday morning. Late last night the 
four enginemen in the Canoe River crash were still 
officially listed missing and the wife of one, Mrs. 
Harvey Church, refused to give up hope. 
But the rest of Jasper knew that hope was only the 
hope of a brave wife and mother who fought a losing 
battle only for the sake of her children, 


Last Run of Firemen 

Engineer Harvey Church and his fireman, Hank 
Proskunik, both climbed into the cab of their giant 6000 
type engine early yesterday to pull a 17-coach special 
loaded with 325 troops, bound for Korea. 

At about the same.time, some 130 miles to the south- 
west, engineer Jack Stinson and fireman Adam Oleschuk 
were starting out in the cab of another 6,000 engine for 
Jasper, pulling Transcontinental Limited No. 2 toward 
Jasper. 

The four beloved Jasper enginemen have made their 
last run.
